The-udjourned meeting of the Board 
of: Trade was held. on Thursday even- 

- jig last. Among those present ‘were: 
President. .Welliver,- Secretary Steph- 
‘enson,’ ‘Senator Michener, Messrs, 
’,Gunn,... Pamely, . Collison, ‘Thornhill,

President’. Welliver, in opening the 
meeting, discussed the-railway ques- 
tion, stating there was over a million 
dollars lying in the bank trom the 
sale of bonds for the construction of 
the C.N.R. from here to Calgary. 
Now, this being the éase, we can and 
will discuss this question in all its 
bearings, and if by any possibility we 
can switch this grant cowards an- 
other line connecting with Acme, it 

_ would be a great thing for Red Deer, 
and we should strain every nerve to 
get such a move put through. 

Secretary Stephenson read a letter 
from Mr. McLean, Minister of Public 
Works, regarding a bridge over the 
Red Deer east of the city, stating that 
the government would place a grant 
in the estimates at the next session. 

Mr, J. J. Gaetz, M.P.P., was present 
‘and stated he félt confident we could 
get the bridge if we went-after it 

_ strong enough. He hardly thought it 
> svouldbe built. this year, although it 
would’no doubt be placed in the 
estimates. The bridge would then be 
built: next year, although it might pos- 
sibly be built this year. 

The President and Secretary were 
appointed a committee to forward a 
strong. resolution to the government 
re. the need of this bridge. 

With regard to the turning over the 
Indian School to the,government as a 
soldiers’ training’ school, the commit- 
tee had met Mr. Smith, and gone over 
the property with him, and he was 
greatly pleased with the place as a 
prospective training farm, and would 
do all in his power to have this farm 
used for the purpose mentioned, and 
President Welliver felt’ there was 
good prospects of having the Indus- 
trial School property used as a 
soldiers’ training school. 

A communication was read from 
C, L. Jeanes re. a steam laungry. The 
President outlined the scheme of or- 
ganizing such an industry in our 
midst. He would like to see an in- 
dustrial. committee appointed at this 
meeing to deal with such cases as this 
laundry question. Referred to indus- 
trial committee. ; 

Ww._J. Botterill was strongly in favor 
of an? industrial committee. | They 

_could-do wonders. He said, among 
other things, we could take strong 
steps for a new hotel, something that 
‘would: meet with the approval of all 
classes. If we had an up-to-date, three 
storey hotel it would be one of the 
greatest assets of our city. He said we 
should not try to do too much, but 
should concentrateon a few prominent 
things. The railway, « new hotel, a 
new post office, are some of the things 
ve should work for, and go after with 
ail our might. 

After some discussion, it was de- 
cided to appoint a committee of five 
to act as an industrial committee of 
the Board of Trade. 

Messrs. R. L. Gaetz, C. C. Gamble 
and Dr. Collison were appointed, by 
the chairman, a committee to select 
said committee. 

Senator Michener reviewed the rail- 
way situation at some length. He 
said some ‘years ago Sir William 
Whyte informed him that it was the 
intention at that time to use the A.C. 
R. as part of a through line to the 
coast from Moose Jaw. When Sir 
William died this was changed. But 
as the country grew he felt this 
scheme would yet be put through. 
With regard to the Acme branch, he 
understood the Minister of Railways 
was favorably impressed towards. its 
construction and advised the Board 
of Trade to go after the line as strong 
as possible, as the C.N.R. really was 
duplicating the old A.C.R. line, which 
runs east, and which was really in- 
tended to meet the Acme line. He 
said the government had been under 
the impression that the Acme line was 
duplicating the C.N.R., whereas the 
shoe was on the other foot, as it was 
the C.N.R. that was duplicating the 
Acme line, and if there was only one 
line built, it should be the Acme line, 
and the Board of Trade must get busy. 

Mr. Michener also spoke of the post 
office. The contract was let for a 
fine biilding. The war broke out, and 
it was delayed. We tried again, and 
then the old land office was spoken 
of, but that he felt would ruin our 
prospects for a new Office. There 
had been a great deal of letter writ- 
ing, and about the time the minister 
got acquainted with the question he 
resigned. He was working steadily, 
however, and felt there was a chance 
to get something done this coming 
session, and hoped to have the new 
post office started this year. 

The nominating committee recom- 
mended that the following gentlemen 
be elected an industrial committee of 
the Board of Trade, namely: Messrs. 
Botterill, Welliver, Galbraith, White- 
house and Stephenson. 

Mr. Galbraith felt that the indus- 
trial committee was not the big com- 
mittee of this Board. He felt that the 
residential question and distribution 
question were most important at this 
time, and he would like to be relieved 
from serving on this committee. 

Mr. Gamble was appointed in: Mr. 
Galbraith’s place. 

Messrs. Humber, Johns, Thornhill, 
Kent, Snell, Stephenson and _ others 
discussed the railway situation, and it 
appeared that the voice of the meet- 
ing was practically in favor of urging 
the C.P.R. to join up with Red Deer: 
and Acme, and if only one line of rail- 
way was to be built south-east, that 
this be the line that shall receive the 
preference. . 

BE. G. Johns introduced the follow- 
ing motion, seconded by R. L. Gaetz: 
That a committee be appointed to 
- draft a resolution to be forwarded to 
the Minister of Railways urging the

Stone, F. W. Galbraith, F. W. Turn- 
bull, J. J. Gaetz, Mrs. F. W. Galbraith 
‘and Mrs. McCreight spoke on the 
question. It appeared to be unani- 
mous in the meeting that a Memorial 
Hall should he the form the memorial 
should take. : 

R. B. Welliver outlined his idea of 
a hall to serve the G.W.V.A. and the 
young ‘people as a community hall and 
recreation pbuilding which would cost 
approximately $100,000.00. 

A. T. Stephenson said he believed 
the people in the city and in the im- 
mediate vicinity would have to raise 
the money for such a purpose, as the 
smaller centres.in the district were 
building halls themselves for the vet- 
erans. He said he thought he must 
be..dreaming to hear talk of raising 
$75,000.00 or $100,000.00 at this time 
in the City of Red Deer, and pointed 
out that to raise $100,000.00 would 
mean that 1,000 persons would ‘have 
to subscribe $100.00 each. He did 
not believe it possible to raise more 
than $10,000.00 or $15,000.000 at the 
present time, and advocated trying to 
get.a lease.of the Dominion land office 
building at a nominal rental from the 
Dominion government. This. building, 
while not filling the requirements of 
the G.W.V.A. fully, would make com- 
fortable club’rooms and could be used 
for a few years, and later perhaps an 
addition could be built to it to provide 
a swimming pool and other facilities. 
This building could be fitted up for a 
few thousand dollars. He pointed out 
that many societies: had petitioned 
the City Council to call this meeting 
and that some of the societies sending 
in these petitions were not represent- 
ed,at fhe meeting. ~ This was cha]- 
lenged by some of the ladies, and Mr. 
Stephenson had to admit that the 
ladies’ societies were pretty well rep- 
resented at the meeting but that some 
of the societies of men were not. Most 
of the speakers felt that the meeting 
was not large enough to fully discuss 
such an important question and ad- 
vocated holding an afternoon meeting 
which should ‘be fully advertised. It 
was finally decided on resolution of F. 
W. Galbraith, seconded by Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson, that Senator Michener, R. 
B. Welliver, J. J. Gaetz, M.P.P., Mayor 
Lord, Mrs. F. W. Galbraith, Mrs. 
McCreight, Ald. Broughton and Ald. 
Stone be a committee to co-operate 
with the G. W. V. A. and formulate 
plans to submit to a meeting of the 
representatives of the different or- 
ganizations to be called later.

The estimated receipts: were 
$14,140.00, and the estimated expen- 
ditures were $39,435.00, and expendi- 
on ‘capital account $2,853.75, 
making a total expenditure of $42,- 
288.75, less estimated receipts and 
business taxes $20,344, leaving a levy 
of $21,944.75 for general account. This 
was on a basis of 12 per cent. business 
tax. A 20 per cent. business tax 
would raise about $5,000 more. The 
public school levy was $35,105.33, and 
debenture $22,068.35, making a total 
of $79,118.43 required. 

The estimates show that the extra 
amount to be raised this year is ap- 
proximately $14,000. Ten thousand of 
this is increase grant to schools, and 
city increases about four thousand 
dollars. 

The Council proposes to make the 
business tax 20 per cent., and the tax 
rate 40 mills. This would be a raise 
of 8 per cent. on the business tax and 
an increase of 10 mills on the tax 
rate, over last year, the greatest in- 


crease ever known in one year in Red 


Deer. 

It was also proposed to give a dis- 
count on all taxes paid by March 3lst, 
and a 5 per cent. rate 31st of July. 
No other discount will be allowed. 

The total amount required for all 
purposes is $79,118.43. Forty mills 
will raise $103,270.77, or $24,152 32 of 
a surplus, if all the taxes were paid. 
But all the taxes have never yet been 
paid, and the Commissioners have al- 
ways been short because of this. They 
must raise enough money to run the 
city, and they can only do it by in- 
creasing the mill rate. That, in a

SANITARY INSPEGTOR’S 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Chief Anderson, Sanitary Inspector, 
submitted the following report for the 
year at ‘the City Council meeting. on 
Monday :— 

Sanitary and Health Report 

The sanitary condition of the City at 
the end of the year would be considered 
fairly good. 

One person was prosecuted under 
the Health by-law. Warning notices 
were served upon four people. Five 
yld wells have been filled in as they 
were polluted, and partly filled with 
rubbish. During the months of July 
and August nearly two hundred, loads 
of manure were taken from different 
parts throughout the city. This will be 
Jone earlier in the year from now on. 

The restaurants were visited once a 
week in the summer months. Much 
was required to be done in the clean- 
ng of some of these places. Containers 
for garbage have been got by all the 
restaurants; this is much more sani- 
tary than the old way, 

The butcher shops were visited every 
two weoks. They cr? all in first-class 
sanitary condition. We -seized 250 
pounds of meat; this we had buried. 
The slaughter houses were in fairly 
wood condition: there could be an im- 
_rovement in one of these places. This 
we are to recommend, 

Much could be said about the scav- 


-nging of the city, but one outstanding 


condition might be spoken of. If we 
are to ever get satisfaction under our 
present system it must be that the 
scavenger has a greater protection. 
after cleaning the privy, the people 
are very reluctant to pay for the work 
performed, and in aygreat many in- 
stances he has done the work for no- 
thing. 

Quoting from the Public Health Act. 
Section 130, that written permission 
from the Board of Health should be 
given to any keepers of hogs within 
the city limits, I would strongly urge 
that all keepers of hogs have this 
written authority. 

Health 


We had six water tests taken during 
ihe half year: the city water showed 
the better test of any taken. Four of 
the wells had to be closed on account 
of pollution. This means that nine 
wells were closed from further use. 

Milk tests showed the milk to be 
ibove the standard required by law, 
che readings being Point 3.9. 

Quarantined nineteen houses for 
scarlet fever, six for chickenpox. Two 
cases of scarlet fever were admitted to 
the Isolation Hospital. , 

The Isolation Hospital has been 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected, the 
»ylace is now in a good sanitary condi- 
tion. 4 

No licenses were collected for milk 
vendors this year, the reasons being 
that no tuberculin test had been made. 
Yo my mind that the vendor ought to 
first comply with the Provincial Health 
Act, Section 82, that written permis- 
sion must be given by the Board of 
Health before such person can sell 
milk within the city Hmits. And that 

ll persons selling milk should come 
under this heading, whether there is 
one cow, or more. We are repeatedly 
warned by medical authorities for 
cleanliness of all milk vendors. This, 
1 am sorry to say is not being carried 
out by some of the milk vendors: in 
one instance when I visited the barn 
the manure was banked up behind the 
cows. If the written authority had 
been asked for before they started 
vending the milk, I would have recom- 
mended a thorough clean-up first. 
Then if they did not conform with the 
iaw it would be quite easy to withdrav 
the order given, 

On the Health Inspector’s report, 
considerable discussion took place on 
the position of the scavenger, and the 
keeping of hogs within the city limits. 
it was found oufthat the latter was in 
contravention of the bylaw, which had 
been ignored in the absence of Chief 
Anderson in the beginning of the year. 
The Trimble hogs in the Exhibition 
wrounds had been complained of, but 
the Council did not take very much 
stock in the complaint in its present 
form. The Commissioner said the 
scavenger had more trouble in collect- 
ing than in doing the work: a new 
tenant had the place cleaned out, and 
refused to pay because he had not 
used it: the landlord did not want to 
pay, the old tenant was gone, and 
-here they were. The Commissioners 
will consult the Solicitor as*to the 
city’s power to assess the property. 
Other matters in the report were re- 
ferred to the Board of Health.

FORT FRANGES 
PAPER HILL 1S 
IN OPERATION 


Winnipeg Papers Suspend Weekly 
Farm Editions—Dailies Reduced In 
Size. 


Ottawa, January 13.—The Fort 
Frances paper mill was in operation 
again today, but, although it main- 
tained its attitude of refusal to obey 
the paper controller's order of Sxtur- 
day last, no further attempt on_ his 
part to enforce that crder by the 
seizure of paper was apparently 
made. 

The government this morning di- 
rected thal information should be 
jaid under the provisions of the crim- 
inal code against those officials of the 
Fort Frances company who obstruct- 
ed the sheriff in the discharge of his 
duty on Monday and the crown at- 
torney at Fort Frances was instruct- 
ed by wire to commence proceedings. 

The board of railway commission- 
ers, it is said, has called upon the 
company to show cause for the re- 
moval on Monday of the switch by 
which cars are removed from the 
mill to the tracks of the Canadian 
National railway. 


BULLETIN EDITIONS 


Meanwhile no paper has been ship- 
ped to the company's Canadian cus- 
tomers The Winnipeg newspapers 
appeared yesterday and today in re- 
duced size, much advertising being 
omitted. They are suspending their 
weekly farm editions, thus relieving 
sufficient paper to permit of the pub- 
lication of bulletin editions for a 
couple of days longer. 

Urgent representations are reach- 
ing Ottawa from other newspapers in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan that 
their supplies are almost exhausted 
and that they will have to suspond in 
a few, days,

Dear Sir—JIn making a rejoinder to 
the reply of the Christian Scienco 
committee, .o my letter of recent Gate 
I am somewhut at a disadvantage in- 
asmucn us that reply is very iargely 
an ev siua or the issue and not a gen- 
uine attempt to refute the serious 
charges made. When I] first brought 
this matter up it was with the sincere. 
desiz@ and hope that uny discussion 
which might ensue would be helpful in 
awakening in the minds of those in- 
terested a more lively sense of the 
great issue involved causing them to 
‘Search the Scriptures’—more with 
the object of finding out in what way 
Christian Science conforms -to the 
Scriptures rather than~ the opposite, 
and too common, practice of trying to 
make the Scriptures conform to 
Christian Science. 

One would naturally expect that thie 
liscussion would be taken up by those 
directly interested to whom it was in- 
tentionally directed through the col- 
imns of the local paper, but this does 
not seem to be the way that the dicta- 
‘ors of Chistian Science are disposed 
<O permit. A central committee of 
srofessional sophists are employed 
‘who are experts in their line. In their 
.eply the committee have studiously 
ivoided meeting the charges at close 
ange, have taken issue with only a 
tew of those charges and in no case 
have they met them in a direct man- 
ner. 

I take up these veplies in the order 
riven by the committee. In the first 
ind most direct reply they assert that 
_hrfstian Science does not “dethrone 
*hrist from his high estate as Saviour 
x6 mankind,” and state that “Jesus 
“hrist healed disease by destroying 
-in and it is thus that Christian 
tcience heals.” None of those state- 
nents is correct. <All the way through 
\lrs. Eddy’s teachings as to the prac- 
tice of Christian Science healing she 
ius labored to prove that there is no 
such thing as a reality in sin, hence 
aothing to destroy. She teaches that 
even a belief in Ged is not necessary 
11 the part of the patient, quoting her 
own words, “I have healed infidels 
whose only objection to this method 
vas that I, as a Christian Scientist, 
believed in the Holy Spirit while they 
—the patients—did not.” Thus it is 
obvious that Christian Science prac- 
tice does not destroy sin and it should 
ve obvious to every intelligent, mind 
that it cannot. 

As to Christ healing by destroying 
sin in the sense indicated by the reply 
there is absolutely no warrant for such 
assertion. Christ said “hy sins be 
‘orgiven thee.” Mrs, Eddy denies 
Christ's power to forgive sin: first, by 
trying to prove that sin does not exist 
‘n reality, that it can only exist as the 
imagination ,of an erroneous belief, 
what-if that bellef is destroyed, sin is 
lestroyed, and then positively states 
that thus “being destroyed sin needs 
:0 other form of forgiveness.” Christ- 
“un Science dethrones Christ by de- 
srading him to the level of ordinary 
man giving him unly such precedence 
ts contained in such statements as 
-his: “Jesus of Nazareth was the most 
scientific man that ever trod the globe.” 

Nowhere in Christian Science teach- 
ing can I find a full uncompromising 
acknowledgement that Christ is God, 
sr any acknowledgement of the full- 
ness of his Divinity as made so plain 
in the Gospel of St, John, and many 
other parts of Scripture. But I do 
‘ind in Christian Science man exalted 
_o a sonship of God, not through the 
itonement of Christ but by a denial of 
ais fallen estate, by such statements 
chat “man is sinless and eternal,’ and 
that “man has“existed forever,” “that 
soul is sinless” by a multitude of sim- 
ilar statements and by a misleading 
loctrine that man partakes of the di- 
vine nature and substance of God, 
misconstruing these words “image” 
ind “reflection” to that end. 

To the criticism of the free and easy 
doctrine of Christian Science the reply 
is given “that the rule stated by 
Christ Jesus is the rule Christian 
Scientists strive to follow. If any man 
will come after me, let him take up 
his cross and follow me.” If that is 
the rule they follow, then it is certain - 
ly not their doctrine. Christian Science 
teaches that;there is no reality in sin, 
that the real soul of man cannot’ be 
guilty of sin, hence no punishment or 
any kind of cross is needed, while the 
Scriptures tell us that “If we say we 
have no sin we deceive ourselves and 
the truth is not in us;” also “that 
while we were yet sinners Christ died 
for us,”". 

To the criticism that Christian 
Scientists do not exert their pretended 
power of healing to the extent they 
Should, their reply is: “This questiqn 
might also be asked regarding the 
work of Christ Jesus and his immed- 
iate followers.” No sincere seeker 
after truth would ever dare to ask such 
a question concerning Christ. The 
mission of Christ on earth was clearly 
outfined by himself in such sayings as 
“I came not to call the righteous, but 
sinners to repentance.” 

The coming of Christ had been 
foretold by God himself to our first 
parents in Eden, had been repeatedly 
foretold by the prophets all the way 
down to John the Baptist. His sacri- 
fice had been typically displayed all 
the way down through the ages, all, 
showing that his great mission was to 
procure man's salvation, his redemp- 
tion from sin, a free and full pardon 
to all who would accept him. It was 
plainly indicated that the miracles 
Jesus performed were not to set at de- 
flance the laws of the God of the 
universe as expressed in the laws of 
nature, but for the express purpose of 
showing to the minds of those Jews 
who expected a Messiah of another 
kind, that he, the Christ, as God had 
power over all law. When the people 
hungry for sensation, wanted a dem- 
onstration of his power, he told them 
plainly that “no sign would be given 
them but the sign of the _ prophet 
Jonas,” that “the men of Nineveh 
would rise up in judgment against 
them, because they had repented at the 
teaching of Jonas, and behold a‘greater 
than Jonas is here.” Those whom he 
called an evil and adulterous genera- 
tlon were seeking a demonstration in 
the same spirit as Christian Science is 
seeking it today. The same blindness 
that did not recognize a greater than 
Jonas does not now recognize the 
greatness of the majesty of Christ as 
being God. Those miracles of Christ 
were not always of bodily healing; the 
first mentioned, making wine of water, 
might not be considered a good thing 
today. His cursing and withering of 
the fig tree might not be accepted as u

Christian Science does 
not, however, hesitate to tempt God by 
a defiance of the laws of nature advo- 
cating defiance of sanitary laws, con- 
tagious disease and such laws that 
should and do govern all people of 
common sense. 

For more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury I have been intimately associated 
with many Christian Scientists both 
in the east and west, but of all these 
the most intelligent, the best educated, 
and the most disinterested were a cer- 
tain gentleman and his estimable wife, 
who were our neighbors in a certain 
large city. This man, much above the 
average in intelligence and capability, 
was chosen for years as an alderman. 
His wife was one of the higher class 
practioners. Both were kindly, 
friendly and generous in their every- 
day life and the very best of neighbors. 
Notwithstanding all this, there was 
something lacking In the mental bal- 
ance of each. The husband was sub- 
ject to something erlatic which was 
noticeable to all, particularly to those 
who knew him best.

After 
the funeral, the wife was taken to an- 
other city by her friends and by the 
last report she is still in their charge. 
The Christian Science on which they 
had placed their dependence had. ut- 
terly failed them, as it always vill, 

Now, Mr. Editor, my only apology 
for taking up so much of your valuable 
space is the tremendous import of this 
subject to the community, and I would 
further crave the liberty at some fut- 
ure date of placing before your readers’ 
attention some of the deceptions of 
this Christless Nescience in more cdn- 
crete form, .

FOUR HUNDRED 
ARE: BELIEVED TO 
HAVE PERISHED} 


Only 57 Survivors of Steamer Afrique 
Known to Have Landed. 


Larochelle, France, January 14.— 
_More than 400 persons are believed 
to have lost their lives in the wreck 
of the steamer Afrique on 
Bonne shoal, Bay of Biscay. Only 
.67 survivors are known to have been 
Janded. Hope for the rest of the 
passengers and crew faded during 
the night, as hour after hour passed 
without any tidings, and seventy-two 
hours after the vesel foundered many 
feared ono of the greatest marine 
tragedies of modern times. was enact- 
ed off the coast before dawn Sunday 
morning. f tee 
Sailors and French colonial _ sol- 
diers are the only persons from the 
ship known to have reached land 
‘safely. “It was impossible to ap- 
proach the . Afrique,” said Capt. 
Jouan, of the steamer Ceylan, which 
was summoned to the scene of the 
wreck by wireless on Saturday, and 
which attempted to rescue those on 
board the doomed ship. “I ramained 
in wireless communication with - the 
ship, however, and received the fol- 
lowing message: ‘I am drifting and 
[ fear the ship will go ashore.’ Later 
another message came, saying, ‘I am 
steering for a Jight.. Then came a 
final message, ‘We are sinking.’ That 
is all I know_about the loss of the 
Afrique.” i 
Some of the rescued sailors de. 
clared that when, with great difficulty, 
the boats were swung out, passengers 
were afraid to jump for them, seeing 
they were already half full of water.

At the City Council meeting on Man- 
day evening, Chief Anderson submit-

A great amount of damage has been 
done to vacant houses: this practice 
has been hard to deal with. The per- 
sons doing the damage were mostly 
minors, and to my mind they have the 
moral right to their first offence. In 
the most instances the parents paid 
for the damage. 

Petty thieveing has been most pre- 
valent, and in several instances we 
have been unable to recover the stolen 
property. 

Since the placing of the silent 
policemen at the crossings, we have 
had very little trouble with the drivers 
of automobiles: they regard the rules 
of the road. 

Five enquiries’ were made for mis- 
sing friends, three of which we locat- 
ed. * 

There are two pool room licensed in 
‘he city. They have been well con- 
ducted during the half year, and I have 
had no complaints from any source 
regarding the same. They have made 
every effort to comply with the law. 
Gambling, we find difficulty in secur- 
ing evidence of a rake-off, which ‘is 
necessary to obtain convictions. 

One house was’ broken into, the 
thieves making a clean get-away. This 
we are still investigating. ‘ 

During the Fair, we had no com- 
plaints from any source: our police 
court showed a clean record. This 
shows the vigilance of the Provincial 
Police who co-operated with us, and 
had charge of the Fair grounds. 

I would recommend that either one 
or two nights each month be given to 
the Night Constable as a night off. 

Thirty-five licenses were issued 
during the half year. Only one license 
was outstanding at the end of the 
year: this was caused through unfore- 
seen circumstances. 

It is my intention of having licenses 
collected earlier in the year.

~ PULLETS FOR PROFIT 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 

It'is largely on the farmers’ flocks 
of poultry that Canada must depend 
But owing 
to.the high cost and increasing scarc- 
{ty of feeds, many farmers are ques- 
tioning the profitableness of this 
branch of farming. A means ‘to in- 
creasing the returns from the flocks 
is that of increasing the winter. egg 
production. *-Eyery flock requires 
some feed and labour, and if a little 


men who.are raising the utility breeds. ’. 
‘For the average farm flock, the cheap- ~ 
est ‘method: to. secure a, good’ laying 
strain is‘to. secure and use male binds ~ 
from flocks that have been improved 
along this line. . : . 

Much of their feed can be picked 
‘up by the fowl during the summer, 
but in winter not oniy should they 
have access td some meal in addition 
to the scratch feed, but such feeds as 
meatmeal, oyster shell, charcoal and 
grit are essential. Field roots or 
some cabbage help to kéop thé birds 
more healthy. :

Another means of increasing the 
supply of winter eggs is that of re- 
placing hens with early hatched pul- 
lets. In an experiment at the Scott 
Experiment Station it was found that 
only 9 out of 25 one-year-old hens laid 
over 100 eggs in a year, and none 
reached the 150: mark. Out of a pen 
of 50 pullets hatched from eggs from 
these hens three laid over 200 eggs 
in-the same period and 16 laid over 
150. In the month.of January the 
April-hatched pullets laid an average 
of 48 eggs per bird while the hens had 
an average of 2.8 each. . 

Some of the pullets in the experi- 
ment were April hatched and some 
were hatched in May. At the end of 
May, 1919, the April hatched pullets 
had on an everage laid 7.5 more eggs 
ped bird per month than the May 
hatched. This shows the importance 
of hatching the chicks early. 

In addition to being early hatched, 
pullets to lay well in the winter must 
be well bred, well fed and comfortably 
housed. Breeding for egg production 
is carried on by a number of Ppoultry-

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FIRE INSURANCE PAYS 


The other night an Alberta farmer 
went out to the stable to do his 
chores. The lantern was hung on a 
hook behind one: of the horses. The 
horse kicked the lantern off the hook 
and it exploded in fhe straw. Imme- 
diately the stable was in flames. The 
man succeeded in getting out the 
horses, but the building was a total 
loss. . The dispatch which carried 
this news item to the papers ended 
with the statement that the loss was 
three thousand dollars with no insur- 
ance. Have you ever noticed how 
often news items about farm fires end 
the same way? 

Going without fire insurance on 
buildings worth insuring, and nearly 
any building is worth insuring these 
days, is running contrary to a business 
law founded on long experience.

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HOG PRODUCTION = 
OUTLOOK SERIQUS 
IN THIS PROVINCE 


Industry is 20 Per Cent. Under What 
It Was Two Years Ago. 


The production of hogs in Western 
Canada has dropped to an extremely | 
low point because of the price of feed 
and alleged interference by the Board 
of Commerce, according to resolu- 
tions adopted by the executive of the 
Western Canada Livestock Union. 
Reductions in the breeding herds of 
Alberta is estimated to be as great 
as 80 per cent. in some districts. 

Copies of the resolutions, which 
were made public today by George H. 
Hutton, president of the Western 
Canada Livestock Union, have been 
forwarded to Sir George Foster, act-| 
ing premier; Dr. Tolmie, minister of \ 
agriculture; and to the president of 
the Board of Commerce. 

The situation in Alberta is serious, 
in the opinions of George Hutton and | 
George Hoadley, M.L.A., of Okotoks. 

When asked in regard to the situ- 
ation in Alberta, Mr. Hutton said: 
“Hog breeding and raising in, Alberta 
is not 20 per cent: as great as two 
years ago, chiefly because of the high 
price of feed, and because the inter- 
ference of the Board of Commerce 
has disturbed the producers’  confi- 
dence in the steady market.” 

Two resolutions with regard to hog 
production were made public today. 
One resolution was adopted at the 
meeting held in Victoria in November 
and the other resolution was since! 
adopted by the executive. The reso: | 
lutions maintain that price fixing, if 
persisted in by the Board of Com. | 
merce, should bear a reasonable rela-

A HOG RESOLUTION 


The resolution recently adopted by 
t: 2 executive follows: : 

Th2 Western Canada Livestock Un- 
icn Jooks with alarm on the very seri- 
ois reduction in the number of hogs 
kopt for breeding purposes, due, we 
bolieve, to the high cost of grain 
coupled with the price fixing of hog 
products by the Board of Commerce. 
At the recent annual meeting of the 
Alberta Swine Breeders’ Association, 
breeders reported a _ reduction of 
breeding herds in several districts as 
high as 80 per cent. in the last few 
months. If what we believe to be a 
vicious practice of price fixing is per- 
sisted in by the Board of Commerce 
we submit that such fixing of prices 
should bear a reasonable relation to 
the cost of production and the price of 
feed, otherwise fewer sows will be 


bred and pork production seriously re- 
duced. Extensive experiments  con- 
ducted by the Dominion Government 
Experimental Farms show that it re- 
quires about 4% pounds of grain to 
make a pound of pork, plus 33 per 
cont. for other fzed and overhead. In 
Western Canada, this feed might be 
taken as equal parts of oats and bar- 
ley; and the price of live hogs at 
central markets should not be less 
than the average cos! for six months 


of 4% pounds of eyual parts of oats: 


and barley, plus 33 per cent. If this 
or some other action having the same 
effect, is not adopted, it would appear 
as if the action of the Board of Com- 
merce would result in undoing the 


work of many years of co-operative : 


effort on the part of the government 
and breeders, looking to the establish- 
ment and encouragement of hog pro- 
duction in Canada. This industry is 
in the most serious condition it has 
ever been. 


PRODUCTION PARALYZED 


The resolution adopted by the meet- 
ing at Victoria states that “hog pro- 
duction is actually paralyzed largely 
through the indiscreet actions of the 
Board of Commerce; that the action 
of the board has to a large extent un- 
done years of encouragement to the 
livestock industry given by the Do- 
minion and provincial governments 
throughout Western Canada.” The 
resolution asks “that the Board of 
Commerce be either discontinued or 
be immediately reconstructed to in- 
clude two or three members who have 
practical knowledge of the cost of 
production on farms.” 

Speaking on the subject of hog pro- 
duction in Alberta, Mr. Hoadley said: 
“From my limited observations there 
is no great number of farmers in the 
province very active in hog breeding 
now, because the cost of the grain 
for feeding is high as compared with 
prices received for the finished pro- 
duct, and because it is more simple to 
market grain under present conditions, 
and because of the possibility of ac- 
tion on the part of the Board of Com- 
merce.”

MORE ABOUT. BEER | 
! 


One of the arguments urged by the! 
deputations which have recently wait- 
ed upon the government to ask for 
stronger beer is that the low percent- | 
age beer does not keep well, whereas, 
by raising the alcoholic content, that 
defect is remedied. This is a mis-! 
statement of the facts. 

Dr. <A. McGill, chief analyst of 
the Inland Revenue Department at 
Ottawa, stated that it is well known | 
that even the best beer/ will not keep 
unless stored in a cool place. He 
declared that brewers relied upon pas- 
teurization, sterilization of corks and 
bottles, etc., rather than upon the 
alcohol, to prevent deterioration. In 
his opinion, the preservative action of 
alcohol is not usually manifested in 
the presence of less than thirteen per 
cent. of alcohol by volume. | 

The recurrent demand for stronger 
beer evidences the folly of = 


two and one-half per cent. beers. 
Theze drinks containing the low per- 
centages of alcohol are the means by 
which the brewers seek to create 
and maintain a popular demand for al- 
coholic beverages. The case against 
“near” beer is thus summed up by the 
Christian Science Monitor (Boston): 

“The low-percentage-of-alcohol fal- 

lacy was long ago exploded; it 
nary experience should imagine that, | 
at this late day, it could obtain recon- | 
j sideration. Beer, as a matter of fact, 
‘gained toleration in the first instance 
| upon the false claim of a low percent- 
age of alcohol. To quiet protest 
against what many people suspected, 
and against what some people knew, 
concerning beer, a systematic propa- | 
ganda was for years carried on with ; 
| the purpose of convincing people that . 
the beverage was non-intoxicating. 

It time, however, it began to be 
made clear that beer, notwithstanding 
its low percentage of alcohol, was far ; 
more insidious and far more danger- | 
ous than distilled liquors. The begin-' 
ner, and especially the young begin- 
ner, was far more easily induced to 
drink beer, which many pronounced " 
harmless, than to tipple with whis- 
| Key, which had a notoriously bad 

name; but the beginner with beer far 
| too often, or in the great majority of 
Re ending by becoming addicted a

whiskey. 

Whether the percentage of alcohol 
in beer is small or large, it is because 
of the alcohol in the beverage that! 
people drink it. What the beer drink- 
er, sooner or later, comes to want is 
the effect of the Bleolol.

which its manufacturers hope will! 
make it popular, and nothing else, and | 
‘if people begin with low-percentage 
Nebo Spee they will be likely soon to 

seek something stronger. 

Now it may ke said that, if the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicants 
shall be prohibited in the United Stat- 
1 es, it will be impossible for the public 
‘to obtain anything hut the permitted 
| low-nereentage stuff. This argument 
is as insidious and pernicious as the 
commerce it would support; for the 


It is the 


reason that it strikes at the very roots 
of prohibition and is intended to des- | 
troy them. No law stands in the Unit-: 
ed States if popular opinion does not 
support it. It is useless to expect that 
prohibition will be enforced if the! 


people turn against it. The brewers 
know this very well. So do the dis- 
tillers. So do all of those who under- 
take to derive profit from the depra- 
vation of humanity. Give them a| 
chance to cultivate a popular thirst: 
for alcoholic drinks through the intro- | 
duction of low-percentage beverages, : 
and it would only beamatter of time’ 
when many of those led into the habit : 
would find illegitimate means of ob- 
taining stronger stimulants and in- | 
toxicants, and at length prohibition | 
would be loosely enforced or entirely ; 
disregarded. 

Near-beers are not necessary to the 
comfort of the public. There is no de- 
mand for them normally. What is 
sought by the people who think they | 
must be making and selling somej| 
kind of attractive beverages is to in- 

troduce a stimulant that will auto-! 

matically create a demand for itself. 

These people are dangerous, and 

should not be encouraged even by a 

hope that they can ever get their 

products on the market.”

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ANOTHER WAR 
THREATENING 


Churchill, Long, Beatty, Wilson Sum- 
moned for Emergent Consultation 
With Lloyd George. 


London, January 15.—Before peace 
with Germany is a week old, the Brit- 
ish public has been brought up charp- 
ly against the possibility of another 
war. 

Winston Spencer Churchill, secre- 
tary for war, Walter Hume Long, first 
lord of the admiralty, Baron Beatty, 
commander of the grand fleet, and 
Field Marshal Sir Henry Wilson, chiet 
of the Imperial staff, left London 
tonight, having been hurriedly sum- 
moned to Paris for a consultation with 
Premier Lloyd George und other Brit- 
ish officials there on important mili- 
tary and naval matters. 

This summons is inevitably con- 
nected in the public mind with the 
semi-official statement published to- 


day, calling attention to the threaten- 
ing situation in the middla east as tne 
result of the Bolshevik military suc- 
cesses which have given the Bolshevik 
virtual mastery of the whole of fur 
opean Russia, for, although it is not 
yet confirmed that they have entered 
Odessa, it is believed it cannot be long 
before they are in full sossession of 
these coast regions. 

By their victories, the Bolsheviks 
have secured command of enormous 
supplies of food, raw. materials, coal 
and rolling stock and other means of 
transportation which they were for. 
merly in need of. 


ANXIOUSLY WATCHING NEW 
MOVE OF THE SOLSHEVIKI 


Speculation is active in the capitals 
of Europe as to what will be the next 
move of the Bolshevik. It is regarded 
as certain, that, flushed with success, 
they will not be content with their 
present conquest, but will seek to ex- 
tend Bolshevism either eastward or 
westward. Expert military opinion 
inclines to the belief that their next 
move will be an attack on Poland-and 
the Baltic states.and Warsaw. Dis- 
patches to the London papers already 
indicate that the Poles are fully an- 
ticipating such a move. 

The Soviets now undoubtedly com- 
mand formidable forces, but not suf- 
ficient to warrant an attempt to ad- 
vance both east and west. Against 
the likelihood of an attack on Poland, 
which, it is said, will be popular with 
the red generals, is the fact that the 
Bolshevik flanks would be exposed 
on the north to an attack by the Letts 
and on the south by the Roumanians. 
The semi-official statement issue? at 
London today seems to indicate that 
the government is more apprehensive 


, of a nove eastward, threatening India. 


Within the next three months, says 
a long semi-official statement, dealing 
with the near eastern affairs, Great 
Britain may be faced with a serious 
Bolshevik situation in the near east 
which would mean military commit- 
ments, according to expert opinion 
based on official advices from the 
theatres of war.

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THE FEDERAL, TAXATION ISSUE 


*.The Ottawa Journal, criticising the 
methods of raising revenue proposed 
by Hon. T. A. Crerar in his recent 
speeches in the west, says that there 
would be difficulty about imposing a 
federal inheritance tax because the 
provinces now carry such a tax of 
their own. It adds: 

“For years past the provinces have 
been demanding increased ‘subsidies. 
In more recent times they have largely 
based their demand upon the claim 
that the Dominion has been encroach- 
ing upon their sources of revenue, as, 
for example, taxation of income. Does 
it not occur to Mr. Crerar that the 
imposition of an inheritance tax by 
the Dominion would intensify such a 
difficulty, more especially since in the 
coming years the provinces are bound 
to be faced with ever-increasing diffi- 
culty of finding revenue? But assum- 
ing, for the purpose of argument, that 
‘an inheritance tax could be imposed, 
how much revenue would it be likely 
to produce? 

“It is as reasonably sure as any- 
thing can be in fiscal policy that ten 
million dollars would -represent the 
extreme ‘maximum cf what an inheri- 
tance tax would bring. 

“Let us next examine the possibili- 
ties cf a land tax. What this country 
is in need of more than anything else 
is to get people to go on the land. 
We ask Mr. Crerar if that desired re- 
sult fs more likely of achievement by 
subjecting land to a tax? And how 
would such a tax work out in cases 
where land taxes are already in force? 
In. the very city where Mr. Crerar 
spoke—Regina—land is being sold to- 
day because its holders cannot afford 
to meet the taxes with which it is 
already burdened; and ‘the same 
thing is true of. Brandon, Edmonton, 
Calgary and of practically evory othor

A BIG MAN SOUNDS 
NOTE OF WARNING 


The following was a New Year’s 
contribution to the New York Sun, by 
Mr. E. W. Beatty, President of the C. 
P. R.: ~ 

“With every new year we usually re- 
solve to turn over a new leaf. 

“If there is to be any general resoln- 
tion made by the North American con- 
tinent this year, jt might be wellin the 
direction of thrift, for the first after- 
the-war years are causing natural con- 
cern to those who remember the finan- 
cial panics which have always closed 
similar periods of careless spending. 

“The extravagance noted by every 
recent visitor from Europe to this con- 
tinent synchronizes with conditions of 
actual starvation affecting millions of 
people in Europe itself who fought for 
freedom only to die for lack of food. 

“This extravagance has been made 
possible, at least in part; by the heavy 
purchases made under stress of war 
by European nations on this contin- 
ent. It represents the expenditure of 
unexpected profits, which are being 
dissipated instead of placed in re- 
serve for a rainy day. 

“In this orgy of extravagance, Cana- 
da is just as great a sinner as the 
United States. In the last few weeks 
Canadians have been penalized to 
some extent for their uncurbed pur- 
chase of American made luxuries by 
an adverse exchange. What the pen- 
alty to be paid by the United States 
will be, remains to be seen.” 


It might be a good idea for the 
Board of Trade, now that they are 
getting down to business, to try and 
settle the telephone difficulty. If the 
Western General Electric Co. are wil- 
ling to sell, and the government are 
willing to buy, this should be an easy 
matter.

construction, 6,721; transportation 
and storage, 11,982; communication, 
trade and finance, 11,886; services, 
20,495; miscellaneous, 13,089.

FIRST FORMAL PROTEST 

. COMES FROM THE. IRISH. 


. Paris, January 16—The council of 
the League of Nations received the 
first formal protest to be presented 
to it almost before it came into being 
with today’s initial session. The pro- 
test was from the “envoys of the 
elected government of the Irish re- 
public,” against the “unreal English 
simul acre of an international league 
of peace.” 

No mention of the protest was made 
during the meeting of the council, but 
copies were handed to the newspaper 
correspondents after they left the 
foreign office. The document was 
signed “Ouaklaigh Duffy.” It regis- 
tered objection to the “pretended 
League of Nations,” dnd declared the 
league to be an “engine of empire, 
designed to secure and perpetyate 
English hegemony throughout both 
hemispheres.”

Scarlet fever.is epidemic .through- 
out the’ province of Alberta,: accord-|. ~ 
ing to'Provincial Health Officer Laid- 
law, who-arrived in Calgary last week 
to consult with’ the local authorities 
on the. subject: In company with | 
Mayor R...C. Marshall, Commissioner 
A. J.’ Samis, and.Dr.' Wilson, acting 
medical health. officer of Calgary, Dr. 
Lidlaw paid-a visit to the isolation 
Hospital Tuesday afternoon to inspect 
the measures for isolating scarlet’ 
fever and other patients: . 

The provincial health department is 
anxious to obtain the co-operation of 
all cities and towns in Alberta in 
fighting the scarlet fever epidemic, 
which seems to be unusually  wide- 
spread and difficult to combat this 
year. Fortunately, however, the vast 
majority of cases, according to Dr. 
Laidlaw, are of a comparatively mild 
type, and this is one reason why the 
infection is being spread so _persis- 
tently. 

The Calgary health department rec- 
ords disclosed four additional cases 
of the disease since Monday, there 
now being 41 cases of scarlet fever 
reported since the beginning of the 
month. At the rate the cases are be- 
ing reported, January of 1920 bids 
fair to hold the disagreeable record 
cf being the worst month for scarlet 
fever in the history of the city. There 
were 63 in the month of December, and 
a few over. 80 cases in the preceding 
November.

cases of this comparatively mild afflic- 
tion reported ‘so far in January. ‘

carly in the month. Neither have 
any more cases of small pox develop- 
ed from contact with Clifford Shaver, 
the young man who come in from x2 
construction camp about ten days ngo 
on a Canadian Northern train, suffer- 
ing with the disease. This is the 
only smallpox case listed in the city 
for the month of January.

Ps. 67: 7—"My Heart | is Fixed, O God” 

This ‘man describes his 
stances in extraordinarily vivid speech. 
Metaphor crowds upon metaphor’ jin 
almost breathless pace. Every word 
presents a picture suggesting “ grave 
difficulty and antagonism. Figure is 
piled upon figure in the attempt to 
express the strenuousness of the con- 
flict. He is “among lions.” He mov- 
es “among them that are set on fire.” 
“Spears and = arrows” are hurtling 
about him. He is in peril of the 
“sharp sword.” His enemy has “dig- 
ged a pit,” and skilfully concealed it. 
And yet he assumes an attitude to- 
ward these. perils and: antagonisms 
which gives his spirit strength and 
leisure to break into song. 

Now, we need not share the circum- 
stance of the Psalmist’s external lot 
but his vivid symbols may also des 
cribe spiritual circlimstances in which 
he and we are-closely akin. Whodoes 
not know the fierce antagonism of 
lions and fire? Who is not familiar 
with the rising of.the passions? And 
who does not know the spear and 
arrow, especially the treacherous 


enemy may be seen? Who has not 
experienced the thrust of the sharp 
sword, the flery dart of the evil one? 
And who is not aware of the. pits of 
cynicism and pessimism, and many 
another gloomy hole? _ Yes, eee 
we know them, and we can share 
psalmist’s triumph. 

What is his secret? “My heart is 
fixed, O God!" That is his secret. 
First of all, this sort of fixedness giv- 
es the truest circumspection. We 
stand still in order to see. In this 
fixedness we obtain the point of view 
which gives us the divine vision. The 
unfixed life has no sight. To be abso- 
lutely free is to be blind. What we 
see we misinterpret. Appetite is just 
‘good living.’ We mistake the lion for 
a domestic cat, we play with it. and 
fondle it. We mistake the cunningly 
covered pit for a bit of juicy pasture 

But there is another thing that must 
be said about the psalmist’s triumph. 
It is only as the heart is fixed that we 
become truly free. It may seem as 
though the fixed heart forfeits its lib- 
erty. It is the gravest of all mistak- 
es. . Te man who has no libertie3 
has no true freedom. Vagrancy is not 
liberty. It is only license... The Sirst 
condition of freedom is'that we be 
bound. That is why we have these 
strange paradoxes in the letters of 
the apostle Pail. He writes about 
“Paul the bondslave,” and almost in 
the same breath he sings of the 
“glorious liberty of the children of 
God.” And the secret of the liberty 
is found in the bondage. It is just 
because he is gloriously fixed that he 
is gloriously free. The spiritually 
bound find their wings and are abie to 
rise unto heavenly places.” 

Well, it is. not far from wings to 
song. When the heart is fixed we 
begin to soar. “Because he has set 
his love upon me I will set him 
on high.” The exaltation is as sure 
as the being of God.

BELIEVES LEAGUE 
WOULD PUT STOP. 
TO ALL FIGHTING 


Could Demand That Poland Cease 
Waging War on Bolshevik Russia 


- Widnes, England, January 14.— 
Lord Robert Cecil, speaking here 
Tuesday, said that the league of na- 
tions could immediately bring the 
fighting in the east partly to an cnd 
by demanding that Poland cease wag- 
ing war on Bolshevik Russia and by 
telling the latter to stop fighting. 
RATIFICATION BY COMPROMISE 

New York, January 14.—Ratifica- 
tions of the peace treaty by comprom- 
ise polled the heaviest vote in 32 col- 
leges and universities throughout the 
country which had reported complete 
returns last night in the inter-collegi- 
ate referendum voted upon by the 
student body of 400 institutions of 
higher learning. In the 32 colleges, 
which included the great eastern uni- 
versities of Harvard, Yale, Princeton, 
Columbus, Cornell, and the University 
of Pennsylvania, a total of 29,910 
votes were cast. Of these 11,182 were 
in favor of ratification by compry- 
mise, and the next highest vote cast, 
9,002, was for ratification without 
reservation or amendments. 

The students voted on four propos- 
als; unreserved ratification, opposition 
to ratification of any form, ratification 
with the Lodge reservations, and rati- 
fication by compromise. 

The thirty-two complete returns 
showed 6,563 votes for the Lodge res- 
ervations and 3,163 cast against adop- 
tion of the treaty in any form. The 
results shown in the total returns re- 
ceived so far represent _ practically 
the same division of opinion as indi- 
cated by the individual returns for 
the 32 colleges, all of which are situ- 
ated in the east, south or middle west. 

Returns from the western states 
are not expected before tonight, when 
the total vote for ehe country will be 
tabulated and made public by the 
inter-collegiate treaty referendum 
committee here.

Riots Organized by Extremists As 
Protest Against Industrial Council’s 
Bill Before the Reichstag. 


Berlin, Jauary 13.—The government 
tonight proclaimed martial law in all 
sections of Germany, following the 
mob demonstration this afternoon, in 
which at least ten persons were killed, 
and many others wounded by machine 


a score of men from the mob succeed- 
ed in penetrating and immediately 
started up a general harangue. Up 
in the press gallery the excitement 
was equally intense. 

ADMITS ONE KILLED. 

The government admits the loss of 
one member of the troop of guards, 
killed in the fighting, while several 
are missing. 

The big oak panelled door, which 
gives access to the west wing of 
the reichstag building, was smashed 
during the rush. It was the prompt 


resistance of the public security 
‘troops on guard that prevented in- 
gress that would have resulted in 


the invasion of the chamber by the 

mob. Through this door a large 

calibre revolver fired from the-ranks 

of the mob, found its way and also 

passed through a second door in the 

lobby, growded with members.
